The neigh¬ 
bourhood ol the popular holiday resort of Newquay is 
particularly rich in picturesque cliffs and frowning head¬ 
lands, against which the long rollers sweep with the full 
force of their uninterrupted j >urney -across the Atlantic. 
To view a “rough ” sea front these eminences on a stormy 
day is an awesome and inspiring experience. 
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
